The necessity of getting freight 
cars equipped with air-brakes so as 
to meet the requrements of the in­ 
terstate commerce law has urged 
the different railway companies to 
make strenuous exertions 
in that 
direction, 
says 
the 
crat. 


All this work must, according to 
the law, be completed by the ist of 
January, 1898, and it is understood 
that an effort will be made by sever­ 
al roads to secure an extension of 
the time, as the great cost is more 
than they can well begin to meet at 
present, when their earnings are so 
low. 


The lowest estimates place the 
number of freight cars unequipped 
with air in the country at present 
at 60,000. 
In 1893, out of a total 
of 1,308,734 cars in the country, 
only 290,027 were equipped with 
air. 


Since that time rapid 
progress 
has been made in equipping freight 
cars with air, and as a large num­ 
ber of old rolling stock will be re­ 
placed with new equipment already 
furnished with tram brakes before 
the law takes effect, it may be safe­ 
ly said that not more than 650,000 
old cars will have to be fitted with 
air. 
Estimating the cost of the work 
as about $90 to the car, the sum ot 
iS^>5oo,000 will be needed to meet 
the expenditure that must be in­ 
curred by the improvement ordered 
by law.

factory, while President Cleveland 
patronizes the manufactories of his 
own state. 
His horses are also from 
New York, with the ex ception of 
two recently purchased, wliich^ are 
from the w’est. 
President Cleveland, 
says, the 
Baltimore Sun, is the first president 
who is recorded as having a sleigh 
when in the white house. 
Last 
winter he brought one from New 
York, and during the cold season 
frequently joined the parades on the 
main thoroughfares. 
His turnout 
was the iincst in tlie city, and the 
jingle of the bells on his harness the 
loudest. 
The president's stables are not ex ­ 
celled by any }iere. 
There are six 
horses and hve vehicles of various 
designs. 
The horses are all high 
steppers, and, unlike most of those 
drawing the fine equipages in the 
season, have, long, flowuig tails and 
manes. 
None of the president’s 
horses has a docked tail. 
They are 
large, fine animals, spirited, but 
safe. 
His carriages are ail painted 
a glistening black without orna­ 
mentation, ex cept the monogram, 
“ G. C.,” on the panels of the doors, 
and in silver on the harness. 
The 
president has a footman who is the 
envy of most owners of turnouts in 
the city. He is a young colored boy, 
and very handsome. 
The coach­ 
man is also a colored man, and not 
unlike the footman. 
All of the presidents’ coachmen 
since the war, and probably, too, be­ 
fore, have been colored men. 
Few 
of those of the sm art set are colored. 
'The coachman is an employe whose 
tenure of office is not jeopardized by 
the 
changes 
of administration. 
Hawkins, the famous driver ap­ 
pointed by General Grant, held his 
position until the latter part of 
Harrison's administration, when he 
■was given some other duty on ac­ 
count of defective eyesight. 
The 
man appointed b}” Gen. Harrison 
drove Pi’esident Cleveland's carriage 
up to the day of his death. 
The wiiite house stables are the 
most complete in equipment of any 
in Washington. 
The.y are in the 
rear of the white house, and about 
four hhndred yards distant. 
Their 
sight is rather an eyesore to the 
view from the white house looking 
south, and it has been recommended 
by the officer in charge of grounds 
and public buildings that they be 
removed to some other less conspic­ 
uous spot. 
The handsome new Cor­ 
coran art gallery, now rapidly ap­ 
proaching completion, froaits almost 
directly o})posite the stables, and the 
trustees are very desirous tliat &ome 
other location be found for 
the 
stables before they move in. 
The president's livei’v is the hand­ 
somest and simplest in the city. 
A

The Scene Described by On 2 of ine 
¿Spectators. 
Tiie body of 
Fmst. of Clutst- 
rut street, wa< taken to

cremated. 
Thf' iiKdiieratioii prc;c (‘-^s 
wais com])k‘trtI Tfiursday. but it is 
customary to wait a little* before* re­ 
moving tlic* ashes from tlie retort. 
The crematory is in a little dell in 
Forest Hills, which is reacÎHel l>y an 
hour's dnve from the Boston station. 
The structure has no app'oaraucc to 
indicate its real puiqx KSie being a 
small 
building 
overtopix x l 
b}” 
a 
chimney about (lb feet tall. 
But the 
visitor generally lias the feeling that 
lie is entering a place for ex ecution. 
On one side of tho ix x ims in the 
building arc the two 
inttorts where 
the burning takes place. 
There are 
ttvo coverings, tlie inner one being 
of fire-proof clay. 
The retort is 
entered by opening two iron ouU*r 
dooi”s, which are large enough to 
easily admit the coffin. As the outer 
doors are o^x med the inner fireprux if 
door slides up and shows up tho in­ 
terior of the retort. 
The cremation society does not use 
sp(X‘ial coffins prepared of papx m or 
any other material, but the ordinary 
coffin is alwmys burned with the 
body. 
Before placing it in the re­ 
tort all the metal trimmings are re 
moved, as they wx mld melt and flow 
into the ashes. 
Plain clotlies are on 
the body, with only such buttons or 
other iiietal as are necx led. 
In prep­ 
aration for the event tho fire-clay 
retort has been hc^atod by burning a 
petroleum spray, wliich is ilirowii 
upon its outer surface.. 
This prcK*ess 
takes several hours, but wlien the 
body arrives the heat is turnod off 
teniix irarily. 
The dcx ^rs are then 
opened, and the coffin Is push(*d in 
head first on wood rollers. Then the 
dooiK of the retort and the iron 
doors are also closed. The petroleum 
spray is then turned on and the 
cremation begins at once with a 
great roar. 
For the first few minutes no one 
lociks at the incineration pncess. A t 
the cremation last week the attend­ 
ant came around from the other side 
of the retort about five minutes afteu* 
and said those who wished could look 
in and watch the proiîcss. 
A sliding 
metallic disk covers a hole through 
which all the burning body can be 
seen. 
At the end of five minutes the 
retort was one mass of colorcx l ñ ames 
which enveloped the coffin. 
The 
spectators could then watch the slow 
destruction of the coffin, wlfich fell 
away, and in about 2.3 minutes had 
disappeared.
